After the usual harrowing two weeks of tryouts, rehearsals for “The 
Willow and I,” Vic’s ’45-46 ycarplay, began, and Miss H. Hegler set to work to 
mold the players into a well-trained unit. That was January 21. On March 
19, at 8:30 p.m., the lights dimmed and the curtains went up on the first night 
of production. Five nights later, on March 23, those same curtains (with willows 
appliqued on them) fell on the final performance. Rehearsals in that two-month 
period meant, for the directors and principal characters, a drastic curtailment 
of all other activities. Once or twice a week, the cast ate their supper (oh, those 
beans!) in the Home Ec room, thanks to Rose Nakamura. 


Flats 


The blue-green flats and red-lined cupboards, designed by Tom Webb, 
were constructed two weeks before the production—all after school, please 
note, because the assembly hall was not available for shop-work. 


Properties 


Under the direction of Tim Hollick-Kenyon, the myriad of properties 
which went to make up “atmosphere” for the play, were assembled. 


On the nights of production, cach prop had to be in exactly the right 
place for every scene—the candy in exactly the right place, the letters and 
newspaper in readiness off-stage, and—most important of all—The Gun in its 
proper place. Who of the cast will forget those terrible minutes in the first 
dress rehearsal when Olga searched . . . and searched . . . and searched for the 
gun, until finally someone came from off-stage to show her where it had been 
placed. 
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Stage Crew 

Bill Hicks and Gordie Kirkman headed a competent crew of huskies who 
tossed furniture on and off stage with nary a nick or a noise. Before every 
scene, that thick-piled red rug had to be vacuumed (hoovered?)—well, swept; 
and the pale blue velvet drapes had to be arranged. 


Make-up 

Norman Dlin, acknowledged as the best high school make-up artist in the 
city, taught a receptive crew, headed by hard-working Marie Wilce, many fine 
points of the art of stage make-up. Black skins, grey beards, small boys, and old 
age make-up all presented their problems to the crew. But the results looked real 
from the audience, didn’t they? 


Lighting and Special Effects ae 

One of the big arguments “agin” the prospect of Vic’s presenting “The 
Willow” was that complicated sound effects and lighting were required. Yet 
everyone who saw the show seemed suitably convinced, or scared, or surprised, 
at the right moments, when lights went off, or lightning flashed, or thunder 
rumbled. You can thank Dave Cleveley, Al Cameron, and Frank Tyler. Dorothy 
Moffat and Helen Tchenko made with the buzzers, twist bells, gongs, and 
chimes, as sound effects gals. 


Costumes 

A wedding gown of 1900, a “fussy” hat of the same period, a matronly 
dress—none of these were available, so Frances Mackett’s costume crew made 
them. Results: Mmmmmmmm good! Norma Weeder spent several hours every 
night of the production in pressing costumes in the Home Ec room—good girl! 


Performance 

Olga Laruska, with her ability, poise, and lovely voice, is an asset to 
any play. She played the selfish, crafty Bessie Sutro to perfection. No insignifi- 
ane feat, when you remember that Olga is one of the most likeable girls in the 
school. 


Alfred Pape, a grade ten student, amazed all by his performance in the 
dual role of Robin Todd and Kirkland Todd (his own son). The handsome 
Pape lad proved himself a likely candidate for future yearplays. 


Bethoe Thompson gave a sensitive, delicate portrayal of Mara, the character 
around whom the whole play revolves. Bethoe has a natural stage sense that is 
rare.
